CULTIVATE CORN OFTEN 
HO, HUM, THAT JOB’S DONE

Necessary to Keep Weeds Down And 
Give Plants Chance. 


The production of a good corn crop 
involves many varying factors, some 
of which 
are 
beyond the farmer’s 
control, and others whose possibil­ 
ities 
rest 
quite 
largely with 
the 
individual. 
County 
Agent 
Paul 
Hoffman, in calling the attention of 
Adams County corn growers to 
the 
importance of employing the 
right 
cultural methods, places considerable 
emphasis on the value of early sea­ 
son cultivation. 
The farm er has little or no con­ 
trol over such seasonal conditions as 
water, temperature 
and length of 
growing period, 
but he does 
have 
something to say about the condition 
of his soil, particularly in regard to 
fertility, and supply of organic mat­ 
ter. 
The 
preparation of 
the soil 
prior to planting has a marked effect 
on the eventual crop yield but 
the 
time for 
this has passed for 
this 
year. 
The farm er’s 
effort should 
now be centered on cultural opera­ 
tions. 
The cultivation that the corn 
receives now and until it is two to 
three feet high will prove to be the 
most important of the entire growing 
season. 
No amount of late season 
effort will make amends for neglect 
at this time. 
Weeds are small and 
easily killed and 
clean cultivation 
will remove the one enemy of the 
corn plant that robs it of sunlight, 
water and plant food. 
Hence, the 
most effective 
cultivation is 
that 
which comes 
early in 
the season, 
keeping the weeds down and giving 
the corn plant a chance in the most 
critical stage of its life.

“Semper Fidelis,” “ Always Faithful” 
—their emblem, the eagle, anchor and 
(globe,

| Fight,” because wherever or when­ 
ever the American flag has been first 
raised on foreign soil, from the 
first 
time it was hoisted tit Deme, Tripoli, 
in 1787 by Lieutenant Batrick O’Ban- 
non, of the Marine corps, up to and 
including Chili, 
Nicaragua, over the 
Great Wall of China, in the Boxer re­ 
bellion in 1900, in Alaska, the Philip­ 
pines, San 
Domingo, Vera Cruz 
and 
Haytii, it has been done 
by a United 
States Marine. 
“ The Marines were first in the Re-

Alaska, Chili, Constantinople, Jerusa­ 
lem and other distant lands. American 
legations and consulates in these coun­ 
tries are guarded by the Marines. 
“ They are found on all battleships 
and cruisers, have charge of certain 
guns, form the backbone of all landing 
parties, and have their own separate 
quarters, their duties aboard ship cor­ 
responding to those of a popliceman 
on land. 
“ Every Marine is an expert 
shot. 
Only three per cent of the applicants 
for Marine service are successful in 
passing the rigid examination.”
